Tho amendment wait contcat^il, but 


wan dually adopted by tho S-iiAto. Tbis 
D«ooinitated the rufirnof thn bill to the 
Hoiiait for concurrence in tha amend- 
m»nt, It wni at UDDD auen that the 
action o( the Senite wa« extremely dia- 
tasteful to the Prttnident. There wnfi n 
great hurry and scurry over tho matter, 
ntid anally it was decided to gmotber 
tbe bill. Accordingly, It wan referred 
to n committee o( (he Home, whero it 
hag nlumb«red ever tince. 
In 
tbo 


meantlmj the Secretary of tbo Trcnaury 
hn» gonn on purchasing bondg without 
the addltlonnl authority, which Mr. 
Cleveland (laid ho BO nnpnrntively re- 
qairoi), and national bank notes are bo- 
ing retired continuously aud no silver 
taken their place. 


But tba onlminatlng attack nf Cleve- 


land on allvnr wita made At tlm Si, Louix 
oonventlon. He bad Riven etrict ordorn 
that 110 reforence ibontd be rondo to tbe 
qneation In the platform, Tbis (aot be- 
c«iuo obvious at once when the delegates 
from tbe silver producing States and 
Territoriex Importuned tbe member*) of 
the Committee on Platform to recogcize 
tbelr gpeoial industry. Although the 
leading administration organ on this 
OOMt ouly • few days before tbe meeting 
of the Bt Louis convention had publicly 
slated that no man could get the vote of 
any I'aoitlo Coast State if his i coord was 
not clean on iilvor, the convontiou de- 
liberately Ignored tho subject, 
Not 


only that, but when solicitou* persona 
a«kod Honry Wutteriton, tho Chairman 
of the Committee on 1'titformH about 
tbe matter, he brusquely responded: 
"Oh, damn silTor!" 


Tho natural effnot of tho unremitting 


hottlllly of Cloviiliind'n admlnistratinu 
to silver lits exhibited itaolf on NnTuJu 
in the closing down of several mines, 
notably those of Austin, Pioohe and 


Belmont. In the Eureka diitriot, if it 
were not (or tbe foot that at least two- 
flfths ol tbe bullion la composed of gold, 
it would be impossible to oonlinue opera- 
tions. Those shut downs and threaten- 
ed shut downs are directly dne to tbe 
depreciation of silver, which, owing to 
th« iuflueDoen described above, has fal- 
len from $1 10 per ounce iu 1885 to 90 
cent*, at which price it ruled daring the 
tniijor portion o! this year. 


Iu addition to the drawback* resulting 


from tbe depreciation of silver, tbe 
Treasury Department since Cleveland's 
accession to office ban ruled that lead 
pigs wbicb contain an amount of silver 
exceeding the raluu of the baser niutul 
in Ibe xnme shall be admitted free of 
dnty, The effect of thin has been to re- 
duce the price of lead and to compel us 
to share a hitherto profitubla uiurke 
with Mexico, (or nothing ia easier that 
to make lead fulfill the conditions neo 
essary to make it enter free ot duty, ! 
fact which our neighbors are aware o: 
and have acted on to our disadvantage. 


Quite recently there has been n sligh 


advance in the price of silver. There ia 
no attempt to explain it except upon the 
hypothes stlmt Republican success ntx 
month will insure n stea '.y adherence on 
tbe part of the United States to the 
bi-metallio policy. 
The platform o 


the Kepublio'ia party declares distinctly 
iu favor of silver; Mr. Harrison has, iu 
hi-i l.'ttnr of acceptance, signified tha 
he would advocate nnd encourage the 
double standard, and on Tuesdiy Mr. 
Mor on, in his brief letter of accoplancb 
emphasized his belief in the advisability 
of maintaining n gold and silver our 
renay side by Hide. 


With all theso (nets before them the 


people of Nevada should have no diffi- 
culty in deciding with which party their 
interests are identified.

'•lectori, confidence in silver will be re- 
stored, and tho mines now aunt down 
would be able to start up, 
Should 


Cleveland prove successful, silver will 
receive another bliick eyo from which it 
cannot possibly recover for nothing is 
more certain than that the efforts to 
demonetize silver would be renewed. 
And thnt would mean ruin to tbe mining 
industry ol Nevada.

CONSTITUTIONAL AHUNBHEXTS 


The Carson Appeal directs attention 


to an important mutter in tbe annexed: 


The newspapers of the State are not 


paying sufficient attention to the Oon- 
stitutional amendments which are to be 
voted upon at the approaching election. 
It is a matter of grave importance, and 
unless some uniform action is decided 
npou by tbe County Commissioners hav- 
ing charge of tbn printing of tickets the 
whole thing is almost certain to go by 
default. 
Each one has to receive a ma- 


jority of nil tho votes cast, so that every 
ballot, without the voter's prefereuco te 
ing designated, counts against tbo adop- 
tion of the Amendments, the sama as 
though they bad been cast iu the nega- 
tive. The same rule obtains concerning 
the calling of a Constitutional Conven- 
tion, which proposition was once aut- 
mitted to tbe people and lost, although 
a large majority nf thos3 who expressed 
their preference voted iu the affirmative, 
The amendments which are proposed, 
we are confident meets the approval of 
a largo majority of tho voters of tbe 
State, but iu the excitement of a Presi- 
dential contest they are linblo to be lost 
sight of, and tbe propositions defeated 
through thn failure of the people to vote 
npou them. This will most certainly 
provo true if th» tickets are generally 
issued with both tbo affirmative and 
negative expressions appearing upon 
them. 
A majority of the voters will not 


lake the trouble to cross tbe oue they 
disapprove, and the consequence will be 
the defeat of all tbe Amendments and 
also tbo call for a Constitutional Con 
vontioii. 


There have been a cumber of ineffect- 


ual attempts made to amend our Con- 
stitution so an > j conform to the changed 
condition of things iu tbe State since 
its adoption, and unless tho County 
Committees take tho matter iu band, the 
effort will ptova us futile as its prode- 
cessors. 
During tho session of 1885, a 


joint committee of tho two Houses was 
appointed lo make a thorough revision 
of our fundamental laws. Tho commit- 
tee speut ft groat deal of time upon its 
work, and submitted a scries o£ nruend- 
ments wbich wore adopted by tbe Legis- 
lature. At the following session, how- 
ever, when the matter cams up for action, 
it was found that the whole thing was 
knocked in the head on account of tbe 
failure of tbs Clerk of the Assembly to 
copy the proposed amendments in the 
journal of that body. 
Considering the 


many failures, we 
bclievo th»t the 


County Committees of tbo two parties 
would be justified iu issuing tbe ticket, 
with only tbo affirmative vote thereon. 
In no other manner can any result be 
obtained, and iu no other manner can 
the needed Constitutional reform be in- 
augurated in the State. 


Twenty-five years ago the question 


was, Shall the Union bo destroyed? and 
to-day tbe question is, shall the indus- 
try and prosperity of the Union be 
destroyed? and properly enough, the 
Bime parties are 01 the same side new 
as then.—Hon. A. L. Morrison.
